Furniture store planned for 
11.5-acre tract near I-270

The tentative annexation of 
11.5 acres between Chain of 
Rocks Road and Interstate 270 
near Glen Carbon was 
approved Tuesday by the Pon- 
toon Beach Village Board. 

A Troy couple, Donald and 
Mary Jane Schlichter, plans to 
put a 25,000-square-foot furni- 
ture store/manufacturing 
building on the property 

The annexation ordinance 
and pre-annexation agreement 
were unanimously approved. 
Conditions of the pre-annex- 
ation agreement include chang- 
ing zoning from agricultural to 
industrial to permit light man- 
ufacturing, allowing the owner 
to build a house on the proper- 
ty, subdividing the property 
into three lots and a variance 
allowing a sign up to 10 by 30 
feet — which could be seen 
from the interstate. 

The annexation is conditional 
on the sale of the property, 
scheduled for early July 

The Board also approved an 
ordinance making the number 
of Class B liquor licenses 10. 

Also at the meeting, Trustee 
Lou Whitsell said a campaign 
to place a referendum on cre- 
ating a public library district 
and instituting a tax to fund it 
are now being circulated 

The village recently closed 
its public library after Village 
Attorney Brian Polinske told 
the Board that it could not be 
funded with village money. 

Polinske had been asked to 
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research the matter after 
questions about the legality of 
funding the library were raised 
at previous Board meetings 

In a memo to the Board, 
Polinske said the library was 
not legally established because 
a referendum to fund it was 
voted down in 1989 

At that time the village 
passed an ordinance creating a 
free library, with the stipula- 
tion that village funds not be 
used for it 

Instead, a head tax of $1 per 
resident and .35 cents per acre 
of land was to be used. Howev- 
er, that proposal was defeated 
at the polls.

Sometimes an individual will sign a will and later 
decide he wants to make changes. The question 
often arises in these situations as to how the 
changes should be made 

In one recent case, a husband and wife had 

+) their wills prepared in 1982. The husband's will 
dicated that if he died first, his wife would be the 
guardian of the children. In the event they died 
together or if he died last, his will provided that his 
wife's parents would have the custody of the chil- 
“|dren. Her will indicated that he would be the 
) | guardian of the children when she died. In the 
| event both died together or if she died after him, 
her will also indicated that her parents would raise 
the children. 

In 1986, she and her husband had a “falling out” 
with her parents. They reached a point where they 
no longer spoke to each other. They wanted to 
change the parts of their wills that named her par- 

=| ents as guardians of the children. They wondered 
how this could be accomplished. 

The first question was whether they could sim- 
ply mark through the parts of the wills that 
referred to her parents as the guardians of the 
children and disignate a different guardian in this 


manner. They were advised that attempting to 
change the guardian in this manner would be of 
no effect. The law provides that making a 
change in a will must be accomplished with the 
same formalities that were followed when the 
original will was made. The changes must be 
properly witnessed and attested, and therefore a 
person cannot change his will be simply marking 
through it. 

The couple also wondered whether they could 
just tear up the wills and bring about a change in 
this manner. They were advised that they cer- 
tainly have the right to destroy their wills. This f 
would serve to revoke all the provisions of the 
wills. If they did not have new wills prepared, 
however, the court would decide who should be 
the guardian of the children if the parents died 
together. [ 

The proper course of action in this situation f 
would be either to have a codicil to their wills pre- BF 
pared or to have entirely new wills prepared. In 
this manner, they could designate new guardians Ff 
for the children with the changes being properly F 
witnessed and attested.
